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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this section 
can be found in the prior office action. 

2. The prior office actions are incorporated herein by reference. In particular, 
the observations with respect to claim language, and response to 
previously presented arguments. 

3. Claims 2 and 13 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8, 14, 15 have been amended. 

5. New claims 29-45 have been added. 

6. Claims 1,3-12 and 14-45 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 29-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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9. Claim 29 recites the limitation "the second processor" lines 4-5 in the 
claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. Claims 30-45 recites the limitation "the apparatus" line 1 in the claims. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

1 1 . Claims 30-45 are rejected based on their dependency on rejected claim 1 
above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. Claim 29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilson 
(USO05742680A). 

As per claim 29 Wilson teach a primary processor, for decrypting (column 1 , 
lines 5-16 and claim 1); a backup processor, for decrypting (column 1, lines 5- 
16 and claim 1); wherein the first processor is activated by a primary 
activating signal and the backup processor is activated by a second activating 
signal (column 1 , lines 5-16 and claim 1); wherein the first and second 
processors are communicable with an electrical device (column 1 , lines 5-16 
and claim 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 

described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

14. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wilson in view of Streck (4,916,296). 

Wilson teach a primary processor, for decrypting (column 1 , lines 5-16 and 
claim 1); a backup processor, for decrypting (column 1, lines 5-16 and claim 
1); wherein the primary processor is activated by a first activating signal and 
the backup processor is activated by a second activating signal (column 1, 
lines 5-16 and claim 1); wherein the first and second processors are 
communicable with an electrical device (column 1, lines 5-16 and claim 1) but 
do not disclose explicitly smart card having a an electrical device for 
generating and receiving signal. However Streck disclose smart card having 
an electrical device for generating and receiving signal (see fig. 9 block 80). It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art to utilize Streck's 
power supply into Wilson's smart card in order to have a solar cell such as 
half-silvered mirror. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

15. Claims 1,3-12 and 14-28 are allowed. 

The reasons for allowance of the above claims have been indicated in the 
prior office action issued by the office. 

1 6. Claims 31 -45 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
